President's Address 
''Dear Friends and Fellow-workers — 
The year has rolled around, nnd again 
most thankfully and gladly do I welcome 
yon to this, the twelfth annual meeting 
of the Local Council of Women of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver Island. 

"It is ,i matter of great satisfaction to 
sec that nearly all, if not all, of our 
twenty-nine affiliated 1 societies are per- 
sonally represented here today. .Surely 
this fact betokens nil extraordinary 
amount of vitality and interest which is 
most encouraging considering that for 
our home-makers, this is quite the busiest 
season of the year. From my heart. L 
thank you fur the efforts you have made 
and tli<? planning that has been neces- 
sury to make it possible? for many of 
you to attend this annual meeting. 

"I know, that, as delegates from your 
societies, you realize the deep responsi- 
bility resting upon you and 1 trust that 
you will return to the societies in which 
your special work lies, with renewed in- 
terest and a greater sense of houor and 
privilege it is to be identified with all 
organization so vast and world-encircling 
in its work as the International Council 
of Women. 

"It has been customary to plnee upon 
our agenda, year after year, 'the pros: 
idents address,' and although I have been 
tempted to think it was an unnecessary 
item which might be dispensed with, yet 
A did not feel that I had any right to 
depart from the custom and thereby pos- 
sibly deprive you of the wise and help- 
ful words of future presidents win. 



conveys the true meaning of that for 
which our local council stands. 

"It has been truly said that no na- 
tion or community can rise above the 
spirit of its women and so today as we 
stand upon the threshold of another year 
of work, as it Is outlined in the agenda 
which we hold in bur hands, let us turn 
on the searchlight and review the past, 
and as we do so, let use ask: 'Have we 
got any nearer to the ideal which we sot 
before us — to the spirit of the golden 
rule?' Do we understand and recognize 
more fully the good work done by olh- 

"'Are wc, mure willing to consider and 
sympathize with the other societies' point 
of view, although it may be wholly op- 
posed to our own'.' and are we, in Susan 
Anthony's words, 'learning to think 
a (great deal less of the I and a great 
deal more of the you'.'' Then with a 
forward glance of hope and confidence 
let us again ask — How can we make our 
council of greater use to ourselves, to 
our affiliated societies and to the com- 
munity at large? 

"It may be thai some of our societies 
are in danger of becoming so absorbed 
in their own work that they are indiffer- 
ent to tin' larger subjects which claim 
our attention ioduy, for instance, ami 
upon which united womanhood must 
Stand shoulder to shoulder and that 
when the resolutions came before them 
I hey wore not willing to give the lime 
or thought necessary to consider or 
amend them though I have every reason 
to believe many thought amendment was 
desirable. Then as regards the resolu- 
tions, may I ask that great 'judgment and 
discretion may continue to be used as 
to the subjects scut up for discussion so 
Hull valuable time may not be wasted at 
our annual meetings over matters which, 
in some coses, only require a little pre- 
vious inquiry and investigation to satis- 
fy those who evidently have the good of j 
their fellow citizens ;it heart. The exe- i 
cutive will not undertake to reject any 
resolution sent in by an affiliated society 
and will only amend it when really nec- 
essary, s 1 1 for this reason I would like | 
to impress upon all our societies the deep 
responsibility which rests upon them In 
determining the subjects which are to be 
brought prominently before the public 
ami to acquire all the information pos- 
sible, both as regards what has been 
done, what is being done and what might 
be done before sending in resolutions for 
consideration at our annual conferences. 

"The special service conducted by the 
Bishop or Columbia on Saturday marks, 
what we hope will be, a permanent re- 
turn to a usage adopted some years ago 
during the presidency of Mrs. Baker. It 
seems to me titling thai we should ac- 
knowledge in this public manner our 
gratitude to our Heavenly father who 
has permitted us to be in some measure 
fellow-workers with Him. 

"Although the service was held in tho 
cathedral this year, we hope that the 
I other churches of every denomination in 
J the city will, in turn, receive us and ar- 
I range for n suitable service which will 
j have special reference to our annual 
j gathering, so that we may be encircled 
j by an atmosphere of earnest prayerfnl- 
t ness and in this spirit meet and carry 
ion our work. There is another essen- 
tial necessary to ensure the future suc- 
cess of our council. It may be best ex- 
j plained by reading the following para- 
| graphs, one from the last copy of the 
'.Messenger.' the origan of the council, 
a must excellent little publication to 
which many of you subscribe; and the 
other from the report of the Internation- 
al council held in Berlin in 1004. 



opportunity to show 'the union of all for 
the good of all,' of which we have 
spoken; the occasion on which wc can go 
beyond our own special horizon and get 
a broader, wider view of the grand pos- 
sibilities which lie before utf. Let us 
embrace it with renewed eagerness and 
if at times we feel discouraged because 
we have been able lb accomplish compar- 
atively little, let us remember that the 
women on our executive represent socie- 
ties which expect and claim their best 
leaving them with little surplus, time 
nnd energy for extra work, and while 
that work shows the distinct desire per- 
vading all, to reach forth after excellence 
at whatever cost and to make love and 
thought for others the prevailing force, 
we know that, it will not no' in vain nnd 
though we may indeed go forth weeping, 
we are bearing precious seed and shall 
doubtless come ' again with rejoicing, 
bringing our sheaves -with us!

been accomplished that was undertaken 
u year ago today, wc arc pleased to be 
able to stale that, during the months 
which have intervened there has lieeu no 
indication of a retrograde movement 
either in the Interest manifested by the 
Ulilliuted societies, nor on the part of 
the council workers. 

At the last annual meeting a number 
of important questions were introduced 
by the aUlliuted societies for considera- 
tion and action; but largely they were 
questions which could not possibly he 
dealt with in one year, nor perhaps two 
or even three years, because they were 
questions of so very great importance 
that careful thought and study was 
necessary before practical methods could 
be devised; and tune, in order to secure 
their accomplishment. For some of 
these, education and agitation must tirsll 
be, before the public generally will seel 
the needs from the council's point of 
view; while for others legislation is 
necessary, and this too requires not only | 
time, hut hard, hard work. Women! if 
these problems are still before us un- 
solved, if much of last year's work is 
■still to be accomplished, let us not be 
impatient or discouraged. We all would 
be glad, would we not, to come lo this 
meeting with the resolutions of lust year 
accomplished facts today- — u clean slate 
before us — and nil ready for fresh and 
greater achievements'.' But we must 
bear in mind that with the dilllculties al- 
ready enumerated, the women who form 
the working force of the council are not 
women of leisure, but as presidents of 
the atliliated societies, which compose the 
council, they are each one bearing a 
large share, not only of the responsi- 
bilities, but of the actual work of their 
-societies; and much though all desire to 
push these matters through the medium 
of the council, and to see changed condi- 
tions regarding many things, the work-

were placed in the hands of a committee, 
whose efforts along this line will be re- 
ported at a later hour by Airs. Jenkins. 
Unfortunately the report of this commit- 
tee was not available for the secretary's 
report, which leaves it, as the record of 
Inst year's work, somewhat incomplete. 

The resolutions from the Mothers' 
club, which refers to young hoys being 
permitted to carry firearms; from the 
Home Nursing, ns to compulsory main- 
tenance of illegitimate children by their 
fathers; and from the St. James' guild, 
on the necessity of government inspec- 
tion for the enforcement of the Shops 
act; these all being questions upon which 
legislation is necessary, were placed in 
the hands of a committee, w ho. however, 
have not yet reported their progress in 
the work. 

The question of alien divorce and re- 
marriage, which was introduced by the 
Ladies' aid of the First Presbyterian 
church, was deemed by the executive to 
be too weighty a subject, and too wide- 
reaching in its relationship, lo be dealt 
with by one council. A request was 
therefore forwarded the National coun- 
cil, that the subject be placed on the 
agenda of the National council, to be 
discussed at its annual meeting, which 
met in Hamilton in June last, and to 
he dealt with as a national question. The 
request, we arc glad to say. was coin- 
plied with, and doubtless action will be 
taken in the near future. 

The great and long-felt; need of a mn- 
ternity ward for the Jubilee hospital 
was brought before the council by the 
Ladies' Auxiliary of that institution. The 
committee into whose hands was placed 
the work of carrying into elTcct this 
resolution, has commenced the task 
with a good degree of energy. Through 
the co-operation of the Ministerial n«o- 
cialion, the ««t ablishment of Hospital 
Sunday was secured, when subscriptions 
for this good work were received in the 
various churches. One thousand copies 
of a circular' letter were printed and dis- 
tributed, setting forth this need, and in 
response lo this appeal' nnd through Hos- 
pital Sunday, the sum of $430.15 has 
been received and placed lo the credit 
of the maternity ward fund.

a But Victoria ought not to be content 
■fiyply with escellent conunou schuols 
filtl attractive comuion school buildings. 
It ought to aim at supplying the demand 
[for secondary education. Whether this 
.should be done as a pari of the public 
.school .system or be dealt with separate- 
ly, Ve do not propose to express an opin- 
ion today, our desire being simply to 
bring the subject prominently under pub- 
lic notice.- The city which expects with 
good reason to become the great resi- 
dential city of the West, must provide 
for its residents those advantages, which 
rlhcy have a. right to look for, One of 
■'these advantages is that of education in 
'higher branches ami other studies than 
are deal! with in the common school 
curriculum. It ought not to he neces- 
sary for Victorians to send their chil- 
dren away to linish their education, us- 
ing thai expression in its colloquial sense. 
That is we do not mean that young peo- 
ple seekilllg to qualify for the learned 
professions ought to expect to receive 
nil the instruction here that they Will 
require. That may come by and bye, 
but it is too much to look for just now, 
We mean schools wherein the linishing 
touches can be put on a conunou school 
education, and where those who desire 
to continue their studies can do so with- 
out the necessity of going away to some 
locality where educational matters are 
more advanced.

There is more than oue way of reaching 
Mich a port. One way is by ferry from 
•Vancouver; another is by way of a 
series of bridges. 'Coincident with this 
announcement comes an apparently in- 
spired article in the Montreal Herald to 
the effect that the Canadian Pacific has 
never abandoned the idea of building 
through Yellow Head Pass, ti statement 
in the ICdmonton papers to the effect 
that such a line- is to be built, and also 
official natiflcation that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the Canadian Northern will 
also use that pass. These very impor- 
tant facts, taken in connection with the 
recognized advantages of a port on Van- 
couver Island as terminals for trans- 
oceanic traffic, very naturally inspire the 
people of Victoria with the hope that 
the building of the bridges may not be 
us remote as has been thought, and the 
Colonist, with its customary desire to 
express the wishes of its constituency, 
and to assist in the promotion of such a 
great and valuable enterprise, has made, 
and proposes to continue to make, every 
effort io its power to show that the 
bridges would be a good thing not only 
for Victoria and Vancouver Island, but 
for the whole of Canada. But. and of 
course it is a coincidence only, the declar- 
ation of the President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company and the other 
matters mentioned above as stimulating 
the hopes and efforts of Victorians, have 
been followed by the awakening of the 
News-Advertiser, of Vancouver, to a 
lively sense of the danger confronting 
Victoria, if this agitation continues, and 
it gives us the benefit of its solicitude. 
We thank our contemporary very cor- 
dially, but regret to say that -we shall 
feel obliged to continue on in our reck- 
less course, and labor for the bridges as 
best we can.

McGregor, 
who reported a forward step in the ap- 
pointment of a supervisor of sewing in 
the public schools, and that the manual 
training there continues in satisfactory 
operation. 

Immigration, iu connection with Reso- 
lution L, proposed by the Ladies' aid of 
the St. Andrew's Presbyterian church: 
"In view of the widely well and evcr-iu-l 
creasing scarcity of domestic servants 
"Resolved that the 1. C. W. endeavor 
to establish iu Victoria an immigration 
bureau and home for the purpose of in- 
ducing women suitable for domestic ser- 
vice from Great Britain and other 
points, io come lo British Columbia." 

An interesting discussion produced the 
information that two channels for pro- 
curing help might be available iu the 
near future, viz., the Hon. Mrs. Joyce's 
scheme for home help, and Mr. Coombe's 
plan for emigrating domestic servants. 
It transpired that n bonus had been 
granted by the legislature at Ottawa lo 
assist in this direction, and a hope was 
expressed that the provincial govern- 
ment would follow suit. 

The Woman's Auxiliary and the 
Daughters of Pity presented gratifying 
reports, and the treasurer of the mater- 
nity ward fund gave an account of re- 
ceipts during the past year, amounting to 
&12-L- The president asked the individ- 
ual societies to make this object one of 
their special .community cares, and com- 
mended it very especially to the notice 
of all men and women able to assist. 

.Mrs. Powell, representing the Alexan- 
dra club, made a bright and stirring 
speech;-in which she maintained that all 
j combinations for mutual good were not 
only ".social." but "charitable." in their 
essence; and they brought about a bet- 
ter knowledge and understanding be- 
tween various persons, communities and 
interests, and provided a common meet- 
ing place where the same could be coe- 
ognized and expressed, and for agreeable 
intercourse, 

In connection with this report the 
suggestion that a plan for a woman's 
building in Victoria should bo seriously 
taken U]i and considered by the coun- 
cil, was put forward, and n committee 
was invited, comprising one member 
from each woman's society, to report at 
the January meeting. 

A special resolution was introduce.! 
as follows: "That the Local Council of 
Women commend the heroic action of 
Mrs. Paterson. of Cape Beale in carry- 
ing information to the steamship Quad- 
ra, leading to the rescue of the ship- 
wrecked crew of the ship Colomn." This 
was passed with enthusiasm.

LEGISLATURE CALLED. 

Winnipeg. Dec. 10. — The Manitoba 
legislature has been called for January 
3, 1907. 



Ynsuke Kawasaki, a Japanese mer- 
chant of Vancouver, received during the 
past week a Canadian Patent on a de- 
vice for the manufacture of the wafer 
'biscuit kllOWII as ".senbe" by the Jap- 
anese. These biscuits tire made from a 
thin fluid sweetened batter, poured into 
the 1 space between two healed plates 
which are generally individually held 
over a charcoal lire until the wafer is 
properly baked. This process is a slow 
and tedious one and as the batter con- 
tains a large proportion of sugar, the 
wafers are liable lo burn unless close at- 
tention is given lo frequently turn the 
plates over the tire. In this patented 
invention Mr. Kawasaki provides 
hinged plates of considerable size, capable 
of btiking twenty or twenty-four wafers 
at one lime, which plates are maintained 
at a -uniform heat by either it gas Home 
or an electric current, or by both means, 
as in the experimental plant which he 
has at present in operation. The re- 
quired amount of butter is allowed to 
How through valve-controlled apertures 
in the bottom of a batter tank which is 
run on wheels on a light track over the 
heated plates, and flowing through open- 
ings in the upper plate .spreads in a thin 
layer between the two. Meanwhile the 
lower plate i.s maintained at a constant 
temperature by a Bunsen gas flame be- 
neath, and the upper plate by an elec- 
tric current passing through suitable re- 
sistance. The wafers are by this means 
baked with rapidity and with great uni- 
formity. *

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Among recent real estate deals of in- 
terest is the purchase of a couple of lots 
on 1 he corner of lllnuehard and View 
streets opposite the St. Andrew's I It. ('.I 
cathedral, by 11 syndicate of Victorians 
represented by J, 1,. Beekwith. The 
houses situate on this property have been 
repaired and will he rented for a short 
time. It is understood, however, that 
unless some reconciliation i.s reached be- 
tween the disagreeing sections of the con- 
gregation of the Calvary Baptist church 
n snc+ed edifice of that denomination 
will he constructed upon that sile. Noth- 
ing definite has yet been decided hut it 
is taken as significant that the afore- 
mentioned syndicate is composed princi- 
pally of the members of the Calvary 
church who have withdrawn from the 
counsels of that institution since Rev. .1. 
1'. Tapscott has taken charge. 

IA ileal of some magnitude was put 
through on Saturday when the Metro- 
pole hotel, Johnson street, was sold for 
a sum approximating $20,000. The names 
of the purchaser, or purchasers, have 
have not: been divulged. Four lots on 
the south side of Yates street, above Van- 
couver also have been sold. The amount 
involved in this instance was $8,500. 

It is announced that a lot on dingier 
street between Fort and Broughton has 
been transferred, the consideration being 
$7,000. It is -staled that a local firm

Another transaction recorded involves 
a lot located on Belleville streel on the 
eastern end of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way company's wharf. The purchase 
was made by an English capitalist for 
$12,000. The Government street bus- 
iness property, occupied by R. Bowniiss, 
and Sea & (iowen, was reported to have 
been sold yesterday. The price paid was 
not mentioned but it is slated that the 
purchasers are Winnipegers, The deal 
is said to have been put up by J. Moore, 
of the Victoria Chemical company. 

Considerable acreage lias been chang- 
ing ownership lately and among the 
most important of the transactions is the 
reported sale of nineteen acres of the 
Yales estate. This is said to have been 
bought, by Itpgina people, the negotia- 
tions being conducted by the B. <'. in- 
formation Agency. 

Small parcels of properly both in ami 
outside the city are being sold by the 
local agents every day. In some In- 
stanced the same pieces of property have 
been turned over several times and oil 
each occasion the value has risen. At 
the present time there appears to be a 
run on Fairfield estate holdings. The 
major part of this is now owned by out- 
siders, still a little, however, is held by 
local people and it is understood that 
they have had several good oilers for 
their property.

Coloma, Sea Witch and Melanope 
Abandoned — Olympia Damaged — 
Rhoderick Dhu's Close Call 



Three vessels lost, mid u steamer bad- 
ly damaged. This is the work of the 
recent gales to dute — tirsl Ihe bark Co- 
loma, theu the Sua Witch, an old-lime 
bark; then the bark Melanope. Steamer 
Olympia also was badly storm-tossed, re- 
turning with boats smashed and fuur 
fe6t of water in her bold. Schooner 
[{hoderick Dim lost, from a tug in Lhe 
height of the gule, wus saved only by 
liberal use of oil; live hundred barrels 
from her cargo were spilled on the high 
seas. '*•< 

Vestorduy morning a Cape tugtreturn- 
ed lo Port Xowuseud with Cupt, Willis 
and the crew of the bark Melanope, 
which was abandoned near the entrance 
to the Straits ufter being pounded to a 
wreck during lUe recent gate. Hie .Uel- 
unope, bum thirty years ago, was bound 
from tiureka, L'aiitorma, to Puget 
Sound, m ballast lor orders, when losi. 
.She loaded ui Chwcaiuus a year ago. 

The crew ot the bark Sea Witcn, lasi 
20U miles soutu ol flattery, was rescued 
uy the scuoouer t'oresi Home, whicu 
reached i'ort 'lownseud ou Sunduy. Xhe 
bark sailed from Port btudlock a week 
ago wan lumber lor Suu r'ruuciseo, auu 
encountered tlie uurncauc ot lliursday,! 
which drove her close to the Vancouver 
Island shore, tossed die. Old Sea W iieii 
hither and thither until she became un- 
manageable. Sails were torn into shreds,, 
.seams opened and the Sea Witcli became 
waterlogged. It soon became apparent 
la Cupl. -\i. Anderson ami the crew that I 
tlie Sen Witch was doomed, and it was; 
but a matter of tune when the vessel! 
would break up and sink. Distress sig- : 
mils were accordingly hoisted at liigin 
i- riday. Her signals were sighted on tlie 
horizon and the t'ureat Home, Cupt. An 
ilerson, from San Pedro, came to lhe 
rescue. .Meanwhile the deckload had 
been thrown overboard by the crew ol 
ihe Sea Witch in an endeavor to light- 
en the vessel. 

Willi the sea running high the task 
of taking lhe Sim Witch's crew >n board 
ihe rescuing craft was surrounded with 
dilHcultV and danger, bin wilh the use 
of oil the lifeboats lived through it and 
,: 1 hands, sixteen men ami Mrs. Ander- 
son, wife of Ihe muster, were finally 
. r msferred to safety. The I'Vircsl Home 
iirouutcred the same gale, bin being in 
linlllist ami ninnilig before the wind, 
ci me through withoul acoideul.

,il Itoads, II) days frotu Iipiii|tie, with 
gimd weather unlil Philter) was near-' 
■•il, reported having paused a derelict 
hark floating ou her starboard beam 
with three uiiiwis lying level on ihe win I 
or, al li a. in.

nortli-wesl of 11< la Point, ubotil 550 

miles lo lhe south of lhe entrance nf lhe 
Straits. The derelict is in Ihe path of 
connLing craft.

-an' tlie wreck, bill though! from lhe!

ihe vessel was in ballast, lie i> mil eel' , 
lain of Ibis, and lhe wreck may be lhal 
nf the Son Witch abandoned a few days I 
before 200 miles to lhe south of Ihe en- 
hance lo the Slrails.

Tin- Olympia is now in Se- 
nlllo for repairs. Tlie effects nf the gale 
are plainly apparent. Her main dock is 
loose, having been lifled up by Ihe sons, 
and lhe railing, supported by iron stan- 
chions an inch in diameter, is bent nl- 
mosl Hat. Along the main rail of the 
ship on Ihe slrnbnnrd bow lhe heavy oak 
planking is ripped off and on every part 
of ihe ship are apparent the siu-ns of her 
terrible struggle, The remaining boats!

The water broke through lhe skylights 
nnd flooded the engine room for ii few 
minutes', but the engineers- nnd fh'emcn 



stayed by their posts. Cupt. Crosky I 
every possible means of easin 
sel, but as Lhe storm increased the ship 
began to list lo port unlil all on board 
feared that she was going to turn lunle. 

The velocity of the wind was estimat- 
ed al eighty miles an hour. The ollleers 
also staled that it was only the tact that 
the hurricane moderated a little thai 
■saved lhe vessel, and she was enabled to 
steam hack to Port Angeles, where some 
repairs were made. 

The schooner Rhoderick Dim was be 
ing towed north by tug Dauntless when 
both craft were caught in ihe storm olf 
Cape .Mears. The schooner broke loose 
and was driven within less than 100 feel 
of the rocks of Cape Falcon. After the 
hawser broke the foresail was carried 
away and the vessel was driven toward 
the shore by the hurricane. Had it not 
been for her canyo of oil she would have 
been lost. Over 500 barrels of oil were 
pumped overboard and Hie effort to keep 
down the breakers was suecssful. It 
was fourteen hours before Ihe tug 
Dauntless succeeded in locating its tow. 

The lost Sen Witch was built in East 
Boston in 1S72. She was n vessel of 
1,280 gross tons. 108 feet long. 37-foot 
beam and ship rigged. When first 
launched, like most of the sailing ships 
buill al Hint time, she went into the 
Cast India trade, and remained there 
for years. Finally she was put in the 
China ten trade, anil like all tlie old clip- 
pers she made many fast passages. For 
years she lias beep on this coast. Lately 
she has been used as a tender to Ihe 
Alaskan canneries and for carrying lum- 
ber.

Consumptive Sanitorium 

Building Fund 

One lnnidred thousand dftllars (100,- 
000) asked for — fifty tbousiind dollars 
(?G0,000) needed, to entitle committee 
to Hon. Tames Dtinsmtiir's grant of ten 
thousand' dollars (£10,000.) 

Is a Consumptive Sanitorium needed? 
During the month of September of this 
year a hoy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. He lived in u hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts ns a 
laborer. As a result of his disease he 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public hospital. The 
boy is now dend. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll' 1 from consumption in 
Canada ercecds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The niimlier of persons Invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times us great as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services nnd earning powers 
of thousands of citizens who are in- 
capacitated hy illness, and others wo lose 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that n preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected with 
such an institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means tho removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she re an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for enre in disposal of any- 
thing about liim which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
nnd live so that no other human being 
shall he likely, in tho remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
ou his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, hy his training in the sani- 
torium. not only impressed with tlie nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family and general sur- 
roundings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities ou the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, hut are well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course, arrested. 
That being so, inaction is, to say tho 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment nro prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are Willing 
to maintain. Xou are asked to help us to 
build. Action, Immediate action, is im- 
perative, tr wo wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly hy any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than raco 
suicide.

Report of Board of Manage m;nt 
to Be Presented at Meet- 
ing Today 



The annual general meeting of the 
Property Owners' association will he 
held in the city hall this afternoon at •! 
o'clock, to receive the report of the board 
of management, consider resolutions, 
and elect olllcers for the ensuing year. 
The report of the hoard of management 
is as follows: 

Gentlemen, — In accordance witli the re- 
solutions passed at the auuuul general 
meeting of this association held at H i 
City Hall on the IJlh Ueei.-ai.lier, 11105, a 
petition was forwarded to the imim.clpnl 
council requesting them to submit the tol- 
lowing In the lorui of a referendum at 
the general elections'. 

(a) Shall I lie uuditor lie elected by the 
ratepayers us an Independent oftUcer, at 
•llio lltne and in the same manner as the 
Mayor of the eit.v '/ 

(li) Shall honorary park commissioners lie 
elected by the ratepayers at the time and 
in Hie fame manner as the aldermen V 

(el 8111111 free accommodation and tuition 
In public schools be limited lo the age ol 
sixteen '.' 

To tills the council replied: (H "Th.it 
while the counc il Is in favor of an lud .- 
pendent auditor, from time tu time, they 
do nut think the appoint men! by the elec- 
tors proper or wise." t^i The above ap- 
plies with equal finer t.. the appointment 
of honorary park commissioners, with the 
further objection that the control of ex- 
penditure ei>uld not In' relegated to such 
commissioners, and. (3) That this was a 
matter wholly within tin legislative con- 
trol of the provincial parliament." 

These ]ixoposltloiiis wire then Iniil before 
the Attorney -General and the Minister of 
.fcMueaUon, with a view tu scouring anient- 
.meats to the Municipal clauses Art and 
School Ad; suggesting further, in the I. li- 
ter ease, that the ever-Increasing demands 
lor educational purposes should be "met 
by special reservations of the public do- 
main, as special endowments In every dis- 
trict, so licit local demands and local de- 
velopment might co hand in band." Thene 
proposdlions were isiihui tied to the muni- 
cipal committee of the House, and to 
Messrs. Hall and Cameron (our uie.mber.sj, 
but without, definite result being secured. 

•2. During the last session of the Local 
'House we secured the following amend; 
uneiits to the .Statutes: 

(a) The limitations of prescriptive rights 
with regard to ancient lights— a matter of 
very great value to -all expanding cities. 

Hi) 'flic right to tin- referendum on pe- 
tition from the ratepayers.

Hero are tables 
similar to Ihose in the Casino gaming 
room, and each pupil in turn takes the 
role ol" croupier, wliilo others personate 
players and stake money over the table.
